Tlie Railway Reservation 

jS.mid the din and bnsllo of politicul 
strife a subject of no liltlo importance! 
has escaped obaorviition. Wo roftn to the 
reservation of the twont/niilo licit ci 
land between E^quinialt and Seymour 
Narrows and the liijht shod on tlint trans- 
uction by tlio correspoDdonco laid before 
tbe House. Tho organ of the Govoru- 
nieut publisbod what purported to be 
tbo wljola correspondence, butfor reasons 
easily understood, it suppressed the most 
vital part of it, viz., "a Ttoport approved 
by His Excellency tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Council on the 25th of July, 1873" 
This "Report" vraa made by the Attorney- 
General, and \ee will pay that gontloman 
the compliment of saying that it is ablo, 
perspicuous and conclusive. Tho Eoport 
Bots out with this emphatic declaration: — 

"Tho agroo/nent of Union is embodied 
in a Statute. Its, language must Ihcro- 
foro bo measured by tho ordinary and 
■well known rules of interpretation as ap- 
plied to Statutes. Tho language must 
not be construed too narrowly; but a 
fair and liberal coustruotion— and one in 
accordance with tb» Hpirit and true mean- 
iug of tho agreement— should bo jilaced 
upon tho wording of the "Terms." Al- 
lowing, however, tho greatest lalitnde of 
interpretation, and applying tlio broad- 
cast and most liberal construction to tho 
eleventh Section of the Agreement, no- 
tiling appears which leould seem lo irnrraiil 
the Dominion Government in clnlimng, or 
justi/i/ Your Excellency in (/rantiny, a con- 
veyance of the Twenty mile bait of land 
mentioned^ until the line of Railway be de- 
fined" 

' After 80 pronounced and unequivocal a 
oonolii«ion. the reader will wonder how 
% • reservation cam) to t« uade, — afeel'ng 
^vhicli a perusal of thegronads and nrgu- 
meuts which conducted the mind of the 
Attorney General irresistibly to sncli a 
conclusion, cannot fail to intensify. Hav- 
ing renited the section of tho Treaty of 
Un on bearing on the subject, tho Attor- 
ney-General proceeds to argue: 

"Under this agreement the Dominion 
Government undertook 'to secnre the com- 
mencement of the construction of a Rail- 
way from the Pacific, eastward 01) tlie "iOth 
of July, 1.87?, ind the Province in rousid.ir- 
ation tuereor agreed to convey to the Do- 
minion Government, . in fnrtlieranco of 
the coDRlrnction of the mid Enilicai/, cer- 
tain public lan ls along the line of llaiiwur , 
not exceeding in o.xteut twenty miles un 
each side of the lino." 

"As far as the Government of this Pro- 
vince has been informed, no line of Uail- 
•way has been surveyed between Esqui- 
Baalt and Seymour Narrows. A convoy 
ance cannot therefore be made of public 
lands 'along a lino of Railway' and on 
each Bide of said line, whoro no such 
line of Railway exists. /The demand made 
is for a conveyance of 'a strip nf land' 
twenty miles in width along the 'Eastern 
Coast of Vancouver Island,' or in other 
•words in the absence of a survey, for a 
strip of the public lands along the sea 
coast, but not along any defined lino of 
Boilway." 

"It is respectfully submitted that had 
a 'line of Railway' been defined by a lo- 
cation survey, the Government of this 
Province would have been notified there- 
of, and the language of the Despatch and 
of tho Order of tho Privy Council would 
bavo boon matorially difForont from that 
used in tho jirosent instance. Instead of 
asking for a conveyance of land along a 
sea coast, a demand would have been 
^made for a conveyance of certain lauds 
' 'along a line of Railway' adopted and laid 
out according to an occompanyiug plan, 
such a demand, it is Humbly conceived, 
would have been in accordance with the 
spirit and the language of the 11th Sec- 
tion." 

"The term of two years mentioned in 
the first and second paragraphs of tiie 
Section was inserted by tlio fi'amers of 
the terms as a period amply sulliciont to 
enable tho Dominion Goveniinent tocoui- 
•olete tho ])reliminary surveys necessary 
to determine 'the lino of iiailwiiy,' and 
the Provincial Govorument agreed to 
withdraw all its public lands from sale 
for tho likd period in order that tho lii st 
opportunity should bo an'(jrded to the 
Dominion Government of ac<iuiring u-itli- 
in the two year.i and before tlio wurk of 
construction should commence, tho lond 
contiguous to its lino of Railway, as de- 
fined :^rom time to time." 

"XbA-twq years have expired, and as 
the claim for the reserve mentioned is 
not established, it becomes tho duty of 
tho Government of British Oiduinbia in 
the interests of tho Province to respect- 
fully jiress upon the Dominion Govoni- 
mant, tho necessity of some iuimediato 
action being taken to render the valuable 
belt of land, containing t^n area of somo 
3,500 square miles" of service" to tho I'ru- 
vinco." 

It would be difficult to coneoivo of a 
clearer case than has been njado out by 
the .\ttorney-General ; and yet in tho face 
of it tho local (iovernment reserved the 
land, thereby practically locking up the 
whole of Vancouver Island against settle- 
ment! Are we told"Oh, but tho Govern- 
ment rofusod to co/ircv the land. They 
merely referred it." But what pnicfioal 
diirereuco does it mak-; Id tho country nu- 
'.der wha'i name the Island is locked up? 
The defence is a more play upon wordH. 
and the conduct of tho Govorument is 
indofcusiblo. In truth, out , of ,. thoir 
own mouth do they stand condemned.

Wallas tll|rj8f0Cfi!, deter- 
mined to shape hiroourso for <5n(irleston, 
S.C , biih Us tliey got, into sninother vyatpr 
the Virgiiiiu.s behaved bettor and tho 
water was kept out of her lire room. On 
Christinas Day, the severe weather having 
continued tho Virginius was again leak- 
ing badly and tho vessels put into Frying 
Pan Shoal, about ten mile's south of Oupe 
Fear light, where smootlier' •water could 
bo obtained. Hei'o tho vessels came to an 
anchor and Capt. Walters, hoped tho Vir- 
ginius would ride out the gala. Cofcuo 
daylight next morning Commander With- 
row signalled with lights that tho Vir- 
ginius was leaking rapidly with the firos 
out and pumps stopped, and that the 
crew wished to bo taken oil. Boats wero 
were lowered from tho Ossipeo at daylight 
and at 7 o'clock all ou board tho \'ir^inius 
woio trauaforrod to tho former vpssel. As 
a Usavy sei^ was running tho work of re- 
moving Iho crow was ono of mnch danger 
and ditliculty, and therefore their lives 
woro risked in (-ndeavorin;.;' to save the 
personal efTeets I'.nd uiher prcipi'i ty on the 
Virginius.
